and two aides. He was taken imme- 
diately to the solicitor’s office at the 


courthouse, where the party was met 
by Assistant Solicitor-General Ed Ste-

“Don’t ask me to tell my partner’s 
name,” Chief Poole said Harsh plead- 
ed with him. “I will tell you any- 
thing you want to know about myself 
but I do not want to name anyone 
else,” the chief said Harsh declared.

In his New York address Mr.

Credit for this remarkable inven- 
tion does not go to Mr. Hoover or 
his party but to two boys Samuel 
and William Leavin, who in their 
work of repairing hosiery for de- 
partment stores, sought a machine 
that would speed up the mending of 
runs and at the same time do a per- 
fect job. It took them five years 
to build such a machine, but their 
pains were so successful that where- 
as by the old hand method it took 
15 minutes to mend an average run 
the entire length of a woman’s 
Stocking, the Leavin invention re- 
quires but 2 minutes and does more 
perfect work.

In- Ar- 
kansas 345,687 persons paid a_ poll 
tax in 1924, yet the total vote cast 
for president was only 138,532. 

No Registration in Texas. 

Texas, which is being watched close- 
ly by both republicans and democrats 
this year, has no _ registration -of 
voters. Governor Moody estimates the 
voting strength at 1,500,000, but ex- 
pects a vote of only 800,000, based 
on past experience. The poll tax re- 
ceipts issued in 1924 were 1,195,239. 

n New Mexico the first real reg- 
istration in its history has been put 
into effect this year and the lists are 
being purged in keeping with the pro- 
visions of the new election code.

The pyrotechnic display in last 
week’s stock market included more 
pinwheels than sky rockets. In some 
of the securities that are in speculative 
favor there was great activity, but 
none of them advanced sensationally, 
and as a whole the market is no 
higher, if indeed it is as high as it was 
at the beginning of the week. 

Much the same thing’ is true of the 
commodity markets in which the great 
staples are bought and sold for fu- 
ture delivery. These markets have 
been relatively quiet, and the fluctua- 
tions are without general significance. 

Wheat, corn, barley, oats, cotton, 
eottonseed oil, sugar, rubber and cof- 
fee have fluctuated within narrow lim- 
its. Silk and wool have advanced 
slightly, but there is no sub-surface 
change in either article as yet. 

The calm that has prevailed in the 
speculative markets has not affected 
distributive trade, The national busi- 
ness in merchandise continues active, 
and all the barometric industries ap- 
pear to be running at or near capacity. 
Therefore, the relative quietude of the 
stock and commodity exchanges is - 
erally regarded as nevmal and foe. 
eal in view of the great political ref- 
erendum that is to be held.on Novem- 
ber 6. 

40,000,000 Will Vote. 

On that day some 40,000,000 ballots 
will be east. In the number voting, 
the election will be without preeedent 
in this or any other country of the 
world, and as the questions at issue 
are chiefly economic, it is not sur- 
prising that speculation should pause 
while awaiting a decision so momen- 
tous. 

This is not to say that business has 
anything to fear from either candi- 
date, but uncertainty *always checks 
initiative, and even those who are 
most adventurous will be disposed to 
look and listen from. now until the 
next president of the United States 
is chosen. Pending a choice so im- 
portant, it may be well to compare the 
pros and cons of the economic situa- 
tion as they have been recently set 
forth by the protagonists of American 
prosperity and the critics who main-

idge is the undisputed leader. In his

lowest as well as the highest; that 
technical progress and scientific man- 
agement are constantly adding to both 
the efficiency and stability of business 
and the earnings of workers; that 
hand-to-mouth buyine keeps produe- 
tion and consumption in balance and 
that the federal reserve system makes 
monetary panics forever: impossible. 

Those whose interest is more par- 
ticularly in the stock market add that 
the ownership of industry is becoming 
constantly broader and more. diversi- 
fied; that the earnings of the larger 
corporations are increasing at the 
same time that the market for their 
securities is expanding; and that in- 
stead of paying relatively less for. the 
common stock of a corporation than 
for its bonds, we should be glad to 
pay a premium for the privilege of 
sharing the future which the bond- 
holder does not possess. 

But from this preachment of pros- 
perity there is some dissent. Those 
who have analyzed the study of our 
national wealth made by the federal 
trade commission a year or more ago 
point out that it shows that one per 
cent of the people own 59 per cent of 
the wealth and 87 per cent of the 
people only 10 per cent of the wealth; 
that more than 75 per cent die with- 
out having accumulated any estate 
whatever, and that the average an- 
nual earnings of workers are substan- 
tially below the amount which several! 
different surveys. have designated as 
the cost of a “fair standard of living.” 

Mortgage the Future. 

They say furthermore that while the 
number of automobiles and vacuum 
cleaners sold is large, the percentage 
of families in the lower income groups 
which own them is much smaller than 
is generally realized, and that in most 
such cases they have been obtained by 
mortgaging the future, probably at a 
sacrifice of some of the necessaries of 
life. 

And, adverting tothe speculation in 
stocks as an evidence of prosperity. 
they say that it is a proper study for 
a psychiatrist rather than an econo- 
mist; and that shares selling on a 
basis which capitalizes their earnings 
at less than 6 per cent—as any stock 
does which is quoted at 17 times its 
earnings or more—we have discounted 
everything that can be expected of 
the future, even if business shall be 
as sere in 1929 as it has been in 
192 

To reconcile these two schools of 
analysis it is probably fair to say that 
the protagonists of prosperity show 
the astounding progress that the 
United States has made, while its 
critics disclose that the millenium is 
not yet reached. And since it is not, 
any assumption that industry will no 
longer need to take breathing spells, 
that undiscovered accumulation of 
stocks of goods will not -occasionally 
throw business out of balance and 
thaf advancing money rates will not 
restrain constructive aetivity and en- 
terprise, is probably premature. With 
this in mind, a severe break in the 
prices of shares on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange, which occurred last week, 
may not be without significance. 

But this is not to say that any cur- 
taifment is immediately in sight. 
Abroad the outlook is serene and busi- 
ness in some lines is undoubtedly im- 
proving. The ‘possible settlement of 
the reparations problem by fixing the 
sums to be paid under the Dawes plan 
for the next few years offers encour- 
agement to trade. And in this coun- 
try no reappraisal of the optimistic 
view is likely to be undertaken until 
after the election.
